When an academician sets to prove a thesis he usu- 
ally proves it. And then he puts his foot in it. ‘Pound 
per pound,” says Dr. Dudley A. Sargent, of Harvard, 
“the average normal woman in good health can endure 
more pain, discomfort and fatigue, and can expend more 
muscular energy than the average normal man of simi- 
lar condition. * * * Woman of necessity comes 
nearer the primitive type than man. She is biologically 
more of a savage, more of a barbarian, and she has, there- 
fore, greater endurance. She can undergo many strains 
a man cannot.” 

And the learned doctor, having gotten this off his 
chest, argues from it that a woman would make as good 
a soldier as a man—even a better soldier than a man. 


He has told us nothing new about women. We all 
know that she is capable of greater suffering. It was 


recognized in the infant ages, and groping for an explana- 
tion, holy men of old attributed it to a primal curse. 

Also every intelligent person knows that “biological- 
ly,” woman is more savage than man. Biologically” sav- 
agery consists in the struggle to survive and to protect 
young. it has no other motive. And the female of the 
jungle is deadlier than the male when self-preservation 
or the preservation of the species, the offspring of her 
body, is at stake. 

But only the casuist who sees no farther than a for- 
mula will say that all this justifies the admission of wo- 
men into’ the army. To begin with a mixed army of 
males and females would be an utter impossibility. Frail 
human nature would destroy its discipline, but that is 
not the chief reason why women should keep away from 
the front. The chief reason is as obvious as life itself, 
She is the repository of the human race, she is the seurce 
of life, and except in self-preservation she should never 
become its destroyer.

Something is going on in Germany and only hints 
and small pieces of information come out about it. The 
head of the German nayy has been forced to resign his 
office, because the Kaiser's navy so far is a failure in the 
war. It has failed to prevent ample supplies from reach- 
ing Great Britain and could not prevent the landing of 
American troops in France. Men on German warships 
have mutinied and there is unrest among soldiers. The 
fact is the German people are weary of the war. Since 
the entrance of America into the contest, fresh, with un- 
limited means and millions of men, hope has left the Hun, 
and he fights—if he fights at all—in a despairing mood 
and because he is obliged to do so. We read in cable dis- 
patches that the Kaiser’s men on the West frout surren- 
der joyfully to the British—glad to become pri:oners be- 
cause they know they will be well fed, and above all they 
will be out of danger. As for the people of (:ermany— 
those who are at home—they are on short + tions. In- 
stead of eating seven times a day, according to the old 
German custom, they are fortunate if they have two 
meager mevls a day. German meal tickets provide for 
thirteen meals a week for each individual. Small wonder 
that all the folk who are, subjects of the Kaiser are sick 
of war and long for peace and regular meals. The 
Kaiser’s chancellor is on the point of resigning: he does 
not know what to do to make headway against his coun- 
try’s foes, and he is ready to quit trying. Germany is al- 
most at the end of her rope. 


Take notice, you tailors who make clothes, and you 
who wear them, that new styles will prevail in men's 
raiment from now on.
